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1. Claims: 1-21 ( all partially) 

A substantially purified polypeptide comprising an amino 
acid sequence selected from the group consisting SeqldNo.l 
and fragments thereof; a substantially purified variant 
having at least 90% amino acid identity to said amino acid 
sequence; An isolated and purified polynucleotide encoding 
said polypeptide; an isolated and purified polynucleotide 
having at least 90% identity to said polynucleotide; an 
isolated and purified polynucleotide hybridising to said 
polynucleotide; an isolated and purified polynucleotide 
complementary to said polynucleotide; an isolated and 
purified polynucleotide comprising a polynucleotide sequence 
selected from the group consi siting of SeqIdNo.6 and 
fragments thereof; corresponding recombinant DNA products 
and methods; A purified antibody to said polypeptide; a 
purified agonist to said polypeptide; a purified antagonist 
to said polypeptide; A pharmaceutical composition comprising 
said polypeptide, or said antagonist; A diagnostic method 
employing said polynucleotide. 
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
